Red Cross after its organization in 
1881,” Mr, Davis said, “In the en 
suing 67 years the flag of the Red 
Cross has flown upon every scene of 
major disaster fu the United States, 
The Red Cross has carried relief— 
food, clothing, shelter, medical ald, 
rehabilitation of homes and families 
—to more than 2,200 scenes of dis: 
aster at home and abroad, and has 
expended over $140,000,000 contrib: 
uted by the American public in this 
work of mercy.” 

The Red Cross policies of relief, 
the national chairman pointed out, 
have been established over a period 
of years through actual experience 
of its workers in the field. Rellef is 
given on the basis of need of suffer 
ers—not of losses. Loans, he pointed 
out, are never mada, but relief is a 
gift from the Red Cross in the name 
of its members and contributors to 
{ts worl, 

“Tt would not be possible for the 
Red Cross to carry out such wide: 
spread relief activities without the 
help of thousands of volunteer work- 
ers,” Mr. Davis said “Volunteers 
are the mainstay of the organiza. 
tion, and in the past year’s work 
assistance from many cooperating 
agencies has made it possible for us 
to answer the many calls for help.” 

While relief was being given to 
victims of natural catastrophes, the 
Red Cross was not unmindful of the 
necessity for preparedness plans to 
meet emergencies that may arise in 
any American community. Red 
Cross chapters in hundreds of coun: 
ties have organized disaster pre 
paredness committees charged with 
responsibillty to map reliet plans in 
advance of need, and to organize re: 
sources oj communities to prevent 
duplication of effort and waste of 
materials when calls for help are 
received. 

ese plans are proving espectal- 
ly udvantageous in localities subject 
to frequent floods, tornadoes, or hur: 
ricanes, and actual tests of such 
planning have demonstrated the ne 
cessity for such measures. 

“The administration of sucb reliet 
for disaster victims 1s made possible 
by annual memberships of nilllions 
of Americans in all walks of life,” 
Mr. Davis pointed out. “The extent 
of Red Cross ald to such sufferers 
{s entirely dependent upon unselfish 
sharing on the part of all of us.”

Ungraded or orchard-run pecans 
will also be purchased. The As- 
sociation states that the schedule 
of prices will be announced with- 
in the next few days. 

The association has a receiving 
station at Dothan, Growers of pe- 
cans who are interested in this 
proposition are instructed to con- 
tact the officials of the Associa- 
tion at Dothan.

MOUNTING TAXHS 
The Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States alleges that the 
increase of taxes by Federal, state 
and local governments, by divert- 
ing a high proportion of the na- 
tional income from private enter- 
prise to non-productive govern- 
mental uses, is a powerful brake 
upon the growth and activity of 
business and industry. 


In its recently-issued booklet, 
“Pacts about taxes and public 
Spending,”’ this national organiza- 


tion of business men gives some 
surprising statistics. 

Since 1928 the volume of money 
collected in taxes in the United 
States has nearly doubled, it says, 
The tax burden of the individual 
citizen has increased from $79.86 
& year to $130.75, of which prac- 
tically half is in Federal taxes, the 
rest by other governmental units. 

The increase in the proportion 
of Wederal taxes, from less than 
a third to nearly half of the total 
tax burden, has not kept the na-

There are only two ways in 
which the annual deficit in the na- 
tional budget can be averted. One 
is to reduce Federal expenditures 
drastically. The other way is by 
increased taxation. 


THE NEW LABOR LAW 

One result of the new Wage- 
and-Hour law, which has just gone 
into effect, is bound to be some 
new decisions by the courts of 
what constitutes interstate com- 
merce, The whole question of the 
line where Federal authority be- 
gins and State rights end is in- 
volved in this Act of Congress, 
which is a far-reaching statute and 
likely to give employment to law- 
yers for a long time, 

The essence of the new law is 
that any person, firm or corpora- 
tion doing as much as 20 per cent 
of its business in interstate com- 
merce must pay its lowest-paid 
employees a minimum of 25 cents 
an hour for all time worked up 
to 44 hours a week, and if they 
are required or permitted to work 
more than 44 hours, they must 
be paid time-and-a-half for the 
overtime, 

It is difficult for the ordinary 
business man to decide for him- 
self whether he comes under the 


scope of the new law. What is 
interstate commerce? How much 
of the raw material used by a 


local builder, for example, has to 
come from another state before the 
construction of a house comes into 
the stream of interstate com- 
merce ? 

The house itself is, of course, 
not an interstate transaction; it 
remains in the state where it was 
built. But the lumber may have 
come, and often does, from a state 
a thousand or more miles away; 
the nails, hardware, eletcric fix- 
tures, plumbing’ equipment from 
other states. Does the buidler's 
business come under the scope of 
the Wage-and-Hour Act or not? 

Reports have heen published of 
numerous business enterprises, es- 
pecially in the cheap-labor regions 
of the South, which have practical- 
ly shut up shop and dismissed 
large numbers of workers, for fear 
of being penalized if they do not 
raise wages all around, or of do- 
ing business at a loss if they do, 

Nobody in America wants to see 
the American wage-earner getting 
less than a living wage. But cer- 


tainly everybody in America wants 
to see exemptions made in cases 
where conforming with the law 


may put a man out of business. 
We do not know that that will 
be the result of the new labor law 
in many cases. 
will not. But 
expressed doubts and fears about 
various businesses and it is es- 
sential that these cases be care- 
fully analyzed.

to do is to make up your mind 
that you will plant a garden im- 
mediately after Christmas, Your 
second job is to select the place 
and the third job is to get it ready. 
Most of us are too lazy mentally 
to make up our minds about any- 
thing that is out of the ordinary. 
We like to be let alone so we can 
do just as our fathers did, Well, 
you've got to make up your mind 
that you are going to put your 
garden over in a big way. After 
you have done this you only have 
& small amount of work left to 
be done, It is not so easy to se- 
lect the right place for an early 
garden but all we can do is to do 
our best. Try to use a new place 
that is dry, fertile and sandy. TI 
do not mean for you to pick out 
# sand bed but the spot should be 
of a sandy nature, It should be 
& loose loamy sand that does not 
pack when it rains. A _ fertile 
place is always desirable but you 
can add the fertilizer if you have 
the backbone and the courage to 
do so, Fresh soil is always de- 
sirable if it can be had but most 
of us have used up our fresh soil. 
You can freshen up the selected 
spot by adding leaves, trash and 
litter from the woods, You can 
do a lot toward making any place 
@ fresh piece of soil if you will 
only do so, All litter and leaves 
to be used where your spring gar- 
den is to be grown should be scat- 
tered and plowed in as early as 
is possible. It should be done with- 
in the next two weeks, Do not 
put out your cow lot fertilizer 
when you put out your leaves as 
the leaves and trash need more 
time in which to rot and decom- 
pose, You should scatter on the 


proposed garden all the litter 
javailable and it should be plowed 
under deep so it will decay, This 


prepared garden should not be dis- 
turbed for about four weeks or 
longer. About three or four weeks 
before you wish to plant the gar- 
den you should break the soil a 
second time and at this time you 
should put out your cow lot fer- 
tilizer so it can also decompose a 
little before you do the planting, 
| We should not plant any seed over 
\fresh unrotted fertilizer from the 
barn or cow lot. I do not know 
of anything that is better exercise 
|for a farmer than is the moving 
of the garden, It does you good 
to dig the holes, stretch the wire 
and make a new gate. Every gar- 
den should be moved after the 
plot has been used for two or 
three seasons. The old garden plot 
will still be good for patches or 
even field crops, I would also sug- 
gest that you arrange to run your 
| garden rows from East to West 
if the lay of the soil will permit. 
This will enable you to plant on 
the South side of the beds which 
is a protection from cold winds, 
It would be mighty hard for you 
to put in too much time in pre- 
paring your garden for this spring.

time I would like to know about 
it and would like to have your 
picture so we can put it in the 
paper.

GARDEN — Your first garden 
should not be large enough to over- 
work your family as you cannot 
plant everything that early, Tur- 
nips, radishes, tender greens, beets, 
cabbage, English peas, onions and 
sweet corn are about all you should 
plant. Chances are that your 
sweet corn will get killed but if 
it does not you will enjoy grow- 
ing it. If it is killed you will not 
lose very much as you will not 
need more than two rows of it. 
All the other seeds will come up 
and the plants will grow and stand 
the cold unless it is a hard freeze. 
TI have never known of English 
peas being killed if they were

Today we have a very different 
tale. Many of our pneumonia cas- 
es are fatal when we have all the 
medical skill in the country at our 
disposal, There cannot be but one 
explanation of the matter and that 
is that the race is growing weak- 
er. We cannot fight off the dis- 
ease as we do not have the phy- 
We do not have 
the physical strength because we 
do not properly exercise all the 
muscles of the body, The cells of 
the body are not vigorous enough 
to throw off the poison which is 
created by the disease. If we were 
hearty and strong as were our 
forefathers, we, too, could whip 
an ordinary case of pneumonia 
just as they did, Mild exercise is 
not sufficient to keep a strong 
sturdy body. We need vigorous 
outdoor exercise if we are to be 
vigorous in our bodies. Thous- 
ands of our folk are too careless 
about taking outdoor exercise and 
we are paying an enormous price 
in the nature of fatalities from

The sanctity of human life finds 
{ts foundation in the fact that God 
created man in His own likeness 
and image, Because that is true no 
man has any right to take the Ife 
of another for any cause except at 
the direct command of God. Only 
by the orderly process of law for 
the protection of society and in ac- 
cordance with the Word of God may 
there be any such action by man 
toward man, Both of these truths 
are declared in Scripture in God's 
covenant with Noah (Gen, 9:5, 6), 
which was made possibly a thou- 
sand years before the Ten Com- 
mandments were given to Moses, 


Life is held rather cheaply in our 


day. Nations count their boys and 
girls as only so much ‘war mate- 


rial.’ Life is destroyed on the 
highway, in the shop, or in the 
home. Let us declare again the 


solemn command of God, ‘Thou 
shalt not kill.’’ 


I. The Prohibition of Murder 
(Exod, 20:13). 


The word “‘kill’’ in this command- 
ment is one which means a vio- 
lent and unauthorized taking of life, 
and is therefore more properly 
translated ‘‘murder,”’ Not all kill- 
ing is murder. A man may kill an- 
other entirely accidentally, or he 
may be the duly constituted legal 
officer carrying out the law of the 
land in taking the life of one who 
has forfeited his right to live be- 
cause he has slain another. There 
is also the right of self-defense, be 
it individual or collective. But these 
tire the only exceptions; let us not 
attempt to justify any other, 


Murder is too prevalent in our 
land, In 1936 there were 13,242 out- 
right killings—a murder every 40 
minutes, The head of the United 
States secret service estimates that 
there are 200,000 persons at large 
in our land who “have murder in 
their hearts and who will take hu- 
man life before they die.’’ Also in 
1936 there were 37,800 deaths in au- 
tomobile accidents. Some of these 
were by unavoidable accidents, but 
many were really murder because 
the one responsible drove with de- 
fective brakes, dangerous tires, or 
while he was intoxicated. Add to 
these the deaths in industry caused 
by failure to provide proper safe- 
guards or healthy working condi- 
tions, and by the exploitation of 
child labor, and we say again, that 
we should cry aloud, ‘‘Thou shalt 
do no murder.” 


II, The Cause of Murder (Matt, 
6:21, 22). 


The Sermon on the Mount, from 
which the rest of our lesson is taken, 
while it ‘describes the character 
of the citizens of the earthly king- 
dom which the Messiah came to 
set up’’ and “assumes a class of 
people already saved, regenerated, 
and in fellowship with their King” 
(James M. Gray), does provide fun- 
damental principles for the guid- 
ance of the Christian, 


In this matter of murder, Jesus 
cuts right through the outward as- 
pects of the matter and points out 
that an angry hatred in the heart 
is the root of all murder. If we 
hate, we have murder in our hearts, 
Circumstances may hinder its ful. 
fillment, but the danger is always 
there until we remove the cause. 
Just being angry—calling our broth- 
er ‘‘Raca’’ (the modern equivalent 
of which is ‘‘nobody there’), and 
calling him ‘thou fool,’’ which clas. 
sifles him as ‘‘morally worthless’’— 
these are the three dreadful down- 
ward steps to murder, And they 
begin in anger. May God help 
those of us who have strong feelings 
that we may not yield them to the 
devil in such anger against our 
brother! 


il, The Prevention of 
(Matt. 5:23-26, 38-42), 


Prevention with God means more 
than putting up a barrier to keep us 
from killing. He deals with the 
heart, and thus puts the whole life 
right. It is not even a question of 
how we may feel against our broth. 
er. If he has aught against us we 
are to do all we can to win him. 
He may be unreasonable, grasping, 
and unfair. However, the spirit thai 
will win him is not that of retalia: 
tion or sullen submission to the in: 
evitable, but rather a free and will 
ing going even beyond what is re. 
quired. 


The full interpretation of this pas. 
sage is not possible in our limited 
space, It is clear from other scrip. 
tures that it does not mean that 
wicked and unscrupulous men are 
to be permitted to defraud and de. 
stroy God's people. At the same 
time, we must not explain away the 
heart of our Lord’s interpretation 
of this great commandment. Let 
us seek His grace that we may, like 
Him, silence by our loving deed:

Yanking Teeth 


Zane Grey battled his way up 
from discouragement and poverty 
to the position of being one of the 
most widely read novelists on this 
And he did it while living 
in the little village of Lackawaxen, 
Pennsylvania, on the banks of the 


Delaware River. 
Editors have frequently paid 
Zane Grey $75,000 for only the 


magazine rights to a story, even 
before the story was written; yet 
he couldn't sell his first few books 
for seventy-five cents, His pub- 
lishers tell me that they have sold 
more than a million copies of Zane 
Grey's books each year, for three 
successive years; but when he 
started writing, he was such a fail- 
ure that he went cold and hungry. 

His father insisted that he study 
dentistry. Zane Grey had no more 
desire to be a dentist than he had 
to be a coal miner, But orders 
were orders; so this man, who was 
destined to become world-famous 
as a story teller of two-gun men 
and cattle thieves, studied dentist- 
ry, opened an office in New York, 
ond spent years of his life filling 
people's teeth. But his, heart 
wasn’t in his work, 

So, determining to 
writer, he abandoned his profes- 
sion and moved to Lackawaxen, 
where he could live economically 
and hunt and fish while he was 
learning to write, 

He devoted all his time, for five 
long years, to writing stories— 
and his income during those five 
years was absolutely zero. He 
made a little money occasionally 
by playing professional baseball in 
the summer time, but he made 
nothing from his writing. 

One day, when he was in New 
York trying to sell a story, he 
met Colonel Buffalo Jones. Colonel 
Jones wanted someone with a flair 
for words to go out west with him 
and write about the trip, It was 
the first encouragement Zane Grey 
had had.

tion,” He was absolutely crushed. 
He was dazed, This was the fifth 
book they had rejected. He could- 
n't have been more stunned if 
Someone had hit him over the head 
with a club Reeling down the 
stairs, he grabbed a lamp post to 
keep from falling; and with his 
manuscript under his arm, he lean- 
ed against that lamp post, and 
wept, 

He returned home, beaten and 
crushed, He had been living on a 
little money his wife had, They 
were desperate, But his wife en- 
couraged him to write still anoth- 
er novel, It was in the dead of 
winter, The tiny stove wasn't 
large enough to heat the room, and 
his fingers grew numb with cold

about 44 per cent for each 10-year 
period, The war reduced foreign 
production for a short while, Af- 
ter the war the increase started 
Spain and has continued, 

Since 1870, we have had 19 ree- 
ord American cotton crops, each 
bigger than any previous crop, In 
ali except four of these instances, 
foreign cotton acreage was ac- 
tually inereased instead of being 
cut following our big crop, ‘This 
sets the chances at 15 to 4 nearly 
4 to 1—in favor of the conclusion 
that a big volume of American 
cotton is by no means certain in- 
surance against an increase in 
foreign cotton acreage, 

In 1925, foreign cotton acreage 
was 43 million; in 1937, it was 
58 million, Ninety per cent of 


this increase occurred in four 
countries Brazil, China, Russia, 
énd Uganda, Causes of the in- 


crease in these four countries have 
little relation to the cotton policy 
in the United States, 

The increase from 1925 to 1987 
in Brazil was about five million

The price of cot- 
ton in New Orleans in 1936 was 
more than 80 per cent below the 
1928 price. Held up by currency 
exchange manipulation, the price 
of cotton in Brazil was 8 per cent 
higher in 1936 than in 1928, 

For these reasons, farmers in 
Brazil have shifted from coffee to 
cotton just as farmers in Okla- 
homa often shift from wheat to 
cotton or from cotton to wheat, or 
the farmers in Southeast Alabama 
and Georgia shift from peanuts to 
cotton or cotton to peanuts or pea- 
nuts for hogs to peanuts for mar- 
ket, With the price of coffee low 
and the advantage in favor of cot- 
ton, a big cut in coffee acreage and 
a big gain in cotton acreage in 
Brazil was inevitable. It would 
have taken place regardless of the 
cotton policy of the United States, 

It is generally admitted that the 
increase in Russian cotton has lit- 
tle if any relation to our policy. 
Russia wants to and will produce 
for her own needs. Regardless of 
what we do, Russia will determine 
its own cotton acreage for some} 
time to come. 

China is governed Slightly more 
by our own course than Russia, 
but our policies have very little 
influence on Chinese cotton acre- 
age. Most Chinese cotton is used 
in China and China's 
traces back to the rise of the tex- 
tile industry in China and Japan,

Red Cross Seeks Cut 
In Accident Toll 


— 


1,725,406 First Aiders Trained 
Since 1910 


Cognizant of tremendous losses in 
human lives and of permanent in- 
juries resulting from accidents in 
homes, on farms and highways, and 
around industrial plants as well as 
in the basement workshop, officials 
of the American Red Cross haye 
becn directing a systematic fight 
against what they term “this eco- 
nomle waste,” 

As part of this nation-wide effort 
to reduce deaths and permanent in- 
juries from accidents, a recent state- 
ment from Red Cross headquarters 
in Washington reports that during 
the past 12 months certificates have 
been granted to 296,028 persons 
completing courses in the adminis- 
tration of Red Crogs first aid, 

Holders of these certificates have 
followed detailed courses of study, 
and have been taught how to splint 
fractured limbs, stop flow of blood, 
treat poison sufferers, care for vic- 
tims of heat, electric shock, and 
handle other common emergency 
situations, The courses emphasize 
methods of caring for patients until 
professional medical aid can be 
summoned to scenes of accidents, 

Since 1910, the report reveals, 
1,725,406 persons have received this 
training from qualified Red Cross 
instructors, and at the present time 
20,429 persons are qualified to give 
such instruction, 

Bringing help nearer scenes of 
possible accident, 2,464 emergency 
first ald stations haye been estab- 
lished in strategic locations on prin- 
cipal highways throughout the na- 
tion, operators of the stations re- 
ceiving the prescribed Red Gross 
instructions and maintaining full 
first aid equipment on the spot, Con- 
veniently placed, they also maintain 
up-to-date lists of available doctors 
and ambulance services pledged in 
advance to cooperate with Red 
Cross first aiders in preventing 
deaths and permanent injuries that 
so frequently result from automo- 
bile accidents, 

Mobile first ald units also have 
been established in cooperation with 
state highway and police depart: 
ments, operators of public utility 
vehicles and others frequenting 
highways, operators of such units 
also receiving the prescribed Red 
Cross courses in first aid. 

To cut the number .f persons los- 
ing their lives through drowning 
while swimming, the Red Cross has 
redoubled efforts to train as many 
persons as possible in life saving 
methods. During the past year 88,150 
Persons received certificates upon 
completion of courses. Since 1914, 
884,649 persons haye been trained 
in Red Cross life saying methods, in- 
cluding thousands of persons in GCG 
camps, beach patrolmen, camp in- 
structors, and school boy: and girls, 

Carrying the fight onto farms and 
into homes, a campaign to eliminate 
accidents caused by careless habits 
and faulty equipment last year re- 
sulted in self-checks being made in 
10,000,000 American homes through 
cooperation of children in school, 
women’s clubs, farta organizations, 
and other groups. The 3,700 Red 
Cross chapters and their branches 
in every county are cooperating in 
this national effort to end needless 
pain and suffering resulting from 
such accidents, 

These efforts to lessen such ap- 
palling tolls of human lives and use- 
fulness are made possible through 
memberships in the Red Cross. The 
annual Roll Call will be held be- 
tween November 11 and Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, when all Americans are 
asked to join or renew their affilla- 
tion to ensure continuation of acci- 
dent prevention measures,

As mentioned before, one of the 
chief arguments for the domestic 
allotment plan is that it would 
give farmers “parity on domestic 
consumption,” We all realize that 
our income from cotton this year 


is not very great, but we are get- 
ling “parity on domestic con- 
sumption.” 

If domestic consumption con- 
tinues this year at the same pace 
as during the year ending July 
31, 1938, farmers will be getting 
parity on the domestically con- 
sumed part of the crop under the 
present program. We consumed 
at home about 5,615,000 bales dur- 
ing the year just ended. Soil con- 
servation payments and price ad- 
Justment payments in connection 
with the 1938 crop will total more 
than $260,000,000, which amounts 
to about 9 cents a pound on 5,- 
615,000 bales, If the average price 
for the 1988 crop is between 8 
end 9 cents the price received for 
cotton plus the payments would 
be about 17 cents per pound for 
the domestically consumed part of 
the crop. Parity is now between 
15 and 16 cents, 

We must also bear in mind the 
fact that $260,000,000 or $270,000,- 
000 in payments would not be 
enough to give farmers “parity on 
domestic consumption” under the 
So-called domestic allotment plan 
calling for unlimited production, 
With unlimited production, the 
market price of cotton would be 
lower and therefore considerably 
more than $260,000,000 or $270,- 
000,000 would be needed in pay- 
ments to give farmers parity re- 
turn on the domestically consumed 
cotton, If the price under unlim- 
ited production was 3.5 cents low- 
er, &@ very conservative estimate, 
approximately $100,000,000 more 
would be required to give “parity 
on domestic consumption” of 5,- 
615,000 bales. 

With the unlimited production 
plan in operation, there is no as- 
surance that farmers, year in and 
year out, would get a parity price 
on their domestic allotment. That 
probably would -require a vast 
amount of money from the Treas- 
ury—more than farmers are get- 
ting on cotton under the present 
program. With increased produc- 
tion, the market price of cotton 
naturally would go down and the 


payments would have to go up if |

in 1938, what is it reasonable to 
assume the cotton situation would 
be? Instead of about 27 million 
acres in cotton we would have at 
teast 38 to 40 million. Instead 
of expecting about an 11- or 12- 
million bale crop we would be ex- 
pecting a crop about 16 million 
bales. The big stock of cotton held 
by the Government—about 7,000,- 
000 bales—would have been dump- 
ed on the market. 

Economists estimate that the in- 
creased supply as a result of the 
bigger crop, allowing for increased 
use, would undoubtedly make for 


lower prices to the extent of 
about 1.5 cents. 
Economists also estimate that 


the release of Government hold- 
ings and abandonment of the idea 
of a loan program would likely 
cause a price reduction to 2 to 2.5 
cents, = 

Thus, if a 12-million bale crop 
in 1938-39 would sell for 8:25 
cents, we must conclude that a 
16-million bale crop under domes- 
tic allotment would sell for 3.5 
to 4 cents less. At 8.25 cents, 
12 million bales would bring near- 
ly- $500,000,000. A 16-million bale 
crop would have to bring’ 6 cents 
to be worth $480,000,000. And, as 
we have pointed out, if a 12-mil- 
lion bale crop under present con- 
ditions would bring 8.25 cents, a 
16-million bale crop under domes- 
tic allotment would be likely to 
bring 3.5 to 4 cents less or only 
about 5 cents or less, 

To cultivate the 11-million addi- 
tional acres would cost growers 
about $100,000,000 more. And with 
the big crop our soils would be 
depleted more and we would have 
less food and feed. To sum it 
up, with a 16-million bale crop, 
we could have expected a price of 
5 cents, $100,000,000 additional 
}cost of production, greater soil de- 


pletion, less food and feed for 
home use, and less gross income
